Greyhound May 
Seek Abandonment, 
Commuters Told 


Company Official Says Statement 


Was Not Intended As A 'Threat' 


Greyhound may seek abandonment of its» bus service in 
Marin if commuters do “not recognize the necessity for a rate 
increase. 
This information was revealed last night by Leigh Athearn, 
president erf the Marin Federation of Commuter dubs, at a 
meeting of the Mill Valley dub, attended by about 30 people. 
Athearn said the statement was made by M, C. Frailey, vice 
president of Greyhound, during discussions on a proposed 30 
percent rate increase. 
“Frailey said that unless a rate increase was amicably agreed 
to, he was not sure whether he would apply to the Public Utilities

abandonment,** Athearn reported.

Greyhound's proposed 10 per cent 
far» hike is in the nature of a 
“take it or leave it** proposition, San 
Rafael Commuter club members 
heard last night And they voted 
unanimously to “leave it.** 
At a meeting held in the county 
courthouse, a group of about 25 per­ 
sons voted not to commit ■ itself 
either for or against the proposed 
rate increase, at least until more 
data is available on the profit and 
km of Greyhound’s operation. 
The chief point of suspicion ex­ 
pressed throughout last night’s one 
hour discussion at the county court­ 
house building was that Greyhound 
released figures only for August, 
1952, to show that it is losing about 
$21,000 per month in Marin. 


ACCURACY ATTACKED 
How do we know that the figures 
are accurate? Why did Greyhound 
choose August, the month when 
many commuters are away on vaca­ 
tion? 
These questions kept popping up 
from among votne 25 persons peat 
ent at the meeting of the San Ra­ 
fael Commuter club. 
ftobert A. Bmallman. president of 
the club, stated that according to 
Greyhound officials, August is the 
latest month on which Greyhound 
has complete figures. 
The bus company will not release 
figures on any other month or give 
information of accounts for the bay 
area or northern California as a 
whole. Small man declared. 
The club president indicated he 
feels Greyhounds 30 per cent offer 
is a “take it or leave it” proposi­ 
tion. Furthermore, even if Marin 
should accept the 30 per cent offer, 
Greyhound officials have «aid they 
can give no assurance of better ser­ 
vice or that further fare hikes will 
not be made. 


RESOLUTION PASSED 
The resolution, 
suggested by 
8mailman and unanimously approv­ 
ed by voice vote, is in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“Whereas, as the commuters do 
not at this time have access to suf­ 
ficient information concerning tine 
Greyhound's financial position or 
sufficient knowledge of the com­ 
plexities of rate problems, and 
whereas, the final determination of 
rate increases is exclusively the 
jurisdiction of the PÜC; 
"It is hereby resolved: that the 
San Rafael Commuters club not 
commit themselves to a definite 
and or permanent stand- at this 
time, either approving or disap­ 
proving the propo ed rate increase.

Readied today by phone, Frailey 
said that the “statement was not 
intended as a threat. We an trying 
to work out a practical approach.

None of the commuters seemed 
very excited about this development 
at last night’s meeting presumably 
because Greyhound has been saying 
off and on for years that it would 
be glad to get rid of Its Marin ser­ 
vice.

TWO-HOUR MEETING 
After a two hour meeting, marked 
by insinuations against Athearn and 
semantic difficulties about whether 
the commuters wanted to continue 
“discussions” or “negotiations” with 
Greyhound, an unanimous agree­ 
ment was reached. 
The chib decided to continue dis­ 
cussions with Greyhound but to 
make no commitments to the com­ 
pany prior to going before the Pub­ 
lic Utilities Commission 
Athearn was the brunt of veiled 
accusations by directors Charles 
Derham and Paul Taylor. 
Derham accused the federation 
president of “bad faith” after a long 
argument at the secret federation 
meeting on January 12. He said, 
“Athearn -was on one side and we 
were on the side of breaking off ne­ 
gotiations. From the statements in 
the press it sounds as if Athearn 
is still in favor of negotiating with 
Greyhound.”

He referred to & resolution passed 
by the federation which stated that 
the commuters were not in a petition 
at this time to approve or disapprove 
the proposed 30 per cent increase in 
commute rate and reserves the right 
to take whatever action It deems 
proper when Greyhound presents its 
petition to the public utilities com­ 
mission.

Last year 
$60,000 was put in the division’s 
budget, but it was eliminated be­ 
fore it reached the legislature. This 
year, according to Ronald E. Miller, 
administrative service officer, the 
item was not included at all because 
the division had been asked to keep 
the budget down “to essentials only.” 
The project had had the backing 
of the Bedwood Empire Association. 
Development of Tomales Bay park 
will be carried on with as little dis­ 
turbing of the natural beauties of 
the area as possible, Newton Drury, 
chief of the division, declared. Drury, 
who said he lias been coming to 
Marin recreational areas for more 
than 30 years, said he realized the 
concern of residents of the area and 
said there will be as little disruption 
as possible. 
Budget for the initial portions of 
development calls for $51,000 for a 
water system for the park; $16,000 
for construction of a ranger’s resi­ 
dence and garage; $6,000 for a com- 
for station; $5,000 for sewage dis­ 
posal system; $3,500 for power and 
telephone lines, and $25,000 for 
roads and parking areas. 
ENTRANCE SHOWN 
Maps of the development show 
the entrance to the park will be 
located about a mile along Pierce 
Point road from where it forks off 
the Pt, Reyes Lighthouse road. 
About 600 feet toward Tomales Bay 
will be located the ranger’s office, 
residence and utility arm. 
The road then winds in a norther 
ly direction down to Heart’s Desire 
Cove, skirting the Marshall property 
in the middle of the park which is 
not owned by the state. From the 
cove it continues on to Indian 
Beach. 
Three parking areas are provided 
near the bay in the first plans, with 
picnic sit« available and trails 
leading from the parking areas to 
the beaches. There are no plans 
shown on the maps for campwg 
facilities. 
MORE PICNIC UNITS 
At Samuel Taylor state park an 
addition of approximately 50 more 
picnic units is contemplated in un­ 
developed areas, probably boarder- 
ing 
Creek, Miller said. 
Some $20,000 would be spent on new 
roads and parking for the area, 
$11,500 for comfort stations, $6,000 
for picnic units; $3,600 for water 
supply lines, and $5,000 for sewers. 
In addition, $1,800 has been pro­ 
vided for retaining walls through­ 
out the area, he said. 
More than half of the $8.000 al­ 
lotted to Mt. Tamalpais parte will 
go into road and parking improve­ 
ments, Mill said.

Ask At S.R. Meet 


San Rafael Commuters Club feels 
that a ban on left hand turns on 
Highway 101 north of Richardson 
Bay bridge would be of greater 
benefit than reduced speed limits 
on that strip. 
The club last night passed the 
following restlution which will be 
presented to the county board of 
supervisors: 
“. . . The accidents occurring on 
the highway in toe flat north of 
Richardson Bay bridge are princi­ 
pally resulting from left hand turns.

In Man's Execution 


NEW YORK m — Former Army 
Bgt John David Provoo, on trial 
for his life on treason charges. de­ 
nies playing a role in the execution 
by the Japanese of an American 
Amy captain. 
Provoo was on the witness stand 
all day yesterday at his federal court 
trial here. 
The 35-year-old California native 
is charged with going over to the 
Japanese after he was captured by 
them on Corregidor in 1942. The in­ 
dictment alleges that he was respon­ 
sible for the Japanese billing a fel­ 
low prisoner, Capt Burton C. Thom­ 
son of Swea City, Iowa. 
Government witnesses had testi­ 
fied he offered his services aa an 
Interpreter for the Japanese and 
that he had reported Thomson to 
the Japanese far execution. 
Provoo swore he was loyal to the 
United States even when the Jap­ 
anese threatened to execute him as 
a pre-war American spy. Provoo had 
studied in Japan. 
Government witnesses had testi­ 
fied Provoo told the Japanese that 
Thomson was uncooperative and 
hostile after the captain refused to 
turn over army medical supplies to 
Provoo. Thomson was executed. 
Provoo testified yesterday that he 
was standing outside a room cm duty 
when Thomson was brought before 
Japanese officers.

Arguments for and against the 
proposal to rezone a west Novato 
valley into large? property sites were 
repeated before Marin supervisors 
yesterday but the conclusion re­ 
mained unchanged—continued for 
two months. 


The petition to revise the zoning 
laws in the 2.321 acre area was first 
presented to county officials some 
eight months ago and was due to 
be finalized yesterday on a compro­ 
mise plan calling for minimum lot 
sizes of 10,900 square feet. 
But during the roll call of super­ 
visors, Chairman William Fussel- 
maa decided the rezoning could not 
be voted upon until ft specified the 
contents of an amendment. 
The amendment was part of the 
compromise plan worked out by 
William Q. Wright, supervisor of the 
area, and would permit the develop­ 
ment of a -planned community” on 
two large property sites within the 
valley. 


However, the boundaries, zoning, 
and other important data to be In­ 
cluded in the planned community 
was not included in the motion for 
rezoning. 


Instead* supervisors put off con­ 
sideration of the change in property 
sites until their meeting of March 
23 and, instead, directed the county 
planning commission to hold public 
hearings on the amendment for a 
planned community. 


In presenting the revised plan to 
supervisors and the large group of 
property owners present at the 
meeting, Wright said he contacted 
all previous objectors on the pro­ 
posed 10,090 square feet sites. 
Previously, the petitioning group 
asked the lots be rezoned f rom their 
present sixes of 7.500 square feet to 
one-quarter, one-half, and one-acre 
sit««.

Very conservatively, Wright said, 
my figures show almost an eight to 
one majority favoring the proposed 
rezoning. On an acreage basis, al­ 
most three acres favor reaoning, to 
one acre opposed.

After pro­ 
longed illness or operations there 
are also fewer attacks as a. rule. 
ARTERY CONSTRICTION 
The pain of a migraine "headache, 
it is believed, comes frem a constric­ 
tion of the arteries of the head diSe 
to emotional «tress, followed by an 
increase in their slse, dilatation. Just 
what causes the blood vessels to act 
this way is not known for »ire. 
Sometimes a woman 
suffering 
from migraine recognises her own 
trouble, and tells the doctor she has 
frequent sick headaches. Many times, 
Ik yever, the ease may be much more 
difficult and confusing. A woman 
may be in the hospital with abdom­ 
inal pain and retching which is 
sometimes mistaken for appendicitis, 
though it may actually he migraine.

SYMPTOMS MISLEADING 
A migraine attack usually pro­ 
ducer a feeling of fatigue, so the 
sufferer can hardly stand up. She 
also has a tendency to feel faint 
with spells of nausea and vomiting. 
Many of these cases are misdiagnos­ 
ed as "nothing wrong,” or due to 
spastic colon, or low blood pressure. 
The type of woman subject to mi­ 
graine is apt to be alert and fast- 
moving, with a trim figure and eager 
temperament. Usually she is more or 
less of a perfectionist. Another point

DRUGS OF HELP 
In a typical migraine attack, the 
person has a one-sided headache, 
usually preceded by a warning of 
some sort, such as ringing in the 
ears or bright spots and flashes be 
fore the eyes. However, these head­ 
aches can and do occur over the 
entire head, and do not have to be 
followed by the nausea and vomiting. 
Present day medicine can bring 
relief to the migraine sufferer. At 
(me time certain surgical operations 
were done, but they helped in very 
few eases. In certain eases, a drug 
combining ergotamine tartrate with 
caffeine seems to relieve the pain 
more effectively when given at the 
beginning of an attack. Injections of 
another drug known as dihydroer- 
gotamine into a muscle are some­ 
times also effective. 
Psychotherapy, given by an ex­ 
perienced physician or psychiatrist.

Is Uncontroversial 
It 
is 
noteworthy 
that 
tha 
principles, the attitudes and the 
position» of the inaugural address 
are ee uoeontroversla] that it la 
difficult to remember how racent- 
ly they were burning issues. 
The ideas were not always, as 
they were last Tuesday, the gen­ 
eralities which all the parties 
factions tit this country believe in 
when they think of our problems 
and our duties. 
Before 1814 only a very few men 
had the genius to realise that 
America was becoming a world 
power. Even the greatest of them 
could aee only dimly a very little 
of what that was going to mean. 


FROM THE first World War un- 
til the second, tha oommonplaces 
of the Eisenhower address were 
hammered out on the anvil of one 
of the greatest controversies In 
American history. They havs be­ 
come the generalities that they are 
today in the few years since the 
humiliating 
disaster 
at 
Pearl 
Harbor. 
11» struggle has been bitter, the 
sacrifices have been great, there 
has had to be much blood, sweat 
and tears before these principles 
could be absorbed into the undis­ 
puted ideas which express the piety 
and patriotism of the nation. 


THERE COULD be no doubt, so 
R seemed to me, for anyone who 
watched and heard him how ar­ 
dent is the President’s own inti­ 
mate belief in what he was saying. 
He was preaching to a nation, 
which is in fact converted, with 
the seal of a man for whom these 
Ideas have lost none of their living 
force, for whom these ideas have 
not become tired and hsttess with 
repetition. From this there can 
come greet good—!? it is truly un­ 
derstood. 
The great good that can come of 
it rests m tha prodigious fact that 
for all practical political purposes 
there are no ideological divisions 
within this nation. 


THERE IB conflict and diversity 
of economic interests; there are 
radii tfiuriima and tffttrtm dif­ 
ferences. But there is no align­ 
ment of large masses against other 
large masses in an irreconcilable 
struggle. 
The conflict abroad, which is in­ 
deed , as the President said, “no 
pallid argument among slightly 
differing philosophies,** is not a 
conflict within the American na­ 
tion. 
We are not now afflicted as are 
so many lands because this ex­ 
ternal conflict is at the same time 
i deep and wide internal conflict. 
We face many dangers but that, 
the greatest danger of them all, 
does not confront us now. Internal 
division is not tha condition of 
America And that is the only rea­ 
son why tha inaugural address 
oould say what it said without con­ 
troversy. 


BUT IF THE general ideas are 
on the whole accepted by everyone, 
are so to speak self-evident, quite 
obviously the policies and measures 
for applying the general ideas are 
not self-evident. Our people are 
united on what they hope to 
achieve. AR the hard questions 
are how to achieve our hopes. 
This is the controversial field 
through which President Eisen­ 
hower must make his way. It is 
ths field not of what are our aims 
but of what ere the ways and 
ths means. 
This is e difficult field, and if 
President Eisenhower is tempted, 
as he might be, to suppose that the 
problem of the ways and the 
means can be resolved by reiterat­ 
ing the nobility of tha aims, If he 
yields to the notion that the how 
can be determined by preaching 
about the what, he will have 
trouble. 


THE HARD WORK of govern­ 
ment is not in declaring the grand 
purpose#, indispensable though it 
is that they should be made clear 
and kept bright. The hand work is 
to know and to judge the reality in 
which these purposes are to be 
attained. 
Pqr that hard work, which 
means 
thorough 
investigation, 
careful analysis, critical judgment, 
deliberation 
and 
conference, 
a 
single man, or indeed a Cabinet 
full of tingle men, is not enough. 
The business can be done only 
when an administration has been 
formed, that is to say when the 
new men at the top have learned 
to deliberate among themselves, 
and have become in fact, not in 
title alone, the heads of the im­ 
mense machinery of their depart­ 
ments. 


THE EISENHOWER administra­ 
tion is still hi this process of be­ 
ing formed. It will be a costly mis­ 
take to underestimate the im­ 
porter:* of this process, or to think 
too eerily that it is done when the 
appointments are confirmed by the 
Senate, 
After 3d year* without execu­ 
tive responsibility, an administra­ 
tion can bo formed only with 
much trouble, with much trial and 
error—and particularly when the 
government contains so very few 
men with any experience in na­ 
tional affairs, 
Thera i§ m ret son to doubt that 
a strong and competent adminis­ 
tration it now being formed. But 
it will take son» doing. For it is 
is yet only half-baked. It will be 
framed with lees trouble if nobody 
else allows himself to indulge in 
the rather lasy notion that run­ 
ning a big business and running a 
big government are the same sort 
el thing.

secret meetings, and the malo­ 
dorous contempt poured forth on 
those officials who persist in the 
practice of doing business behind 
closed doors, there still is no 
surcease from this public sorrow. 
Latest set of city officials to 
join a long list of police depart­ 
ments, councils, and other publis 
bodies which choose to discuss 
public matters in the inner sanc­ 
tum is the Alameda city council. 


AS REPORTED by toe Alameda 
Times-Star of January 21, ths 
council requested members of the 
press to leave an Informal con­ 
ference* held by the public group 
an hour or so before the regular 
session was held. And at toe same 
time, the paper reports the council 
“to a man says the meeting Is not 
secret and we have nothing to 
hide.** 
The practice of holding ‘informal 
meetings’ before the regular busi­ 
ness sessions is one indulged in by 
quite a few city councils. In some 
of these ‘informal get-togethers* 
such as in the city of Sacramento, 
* the press is not barred, but attends 
with the understanding that what 
goes on isn’t for publication unless 
released by the council. 
* 
AN ARRANGEMENT such a» 
this would automatically put the 
press in the position of being un­ 
able, because of the ethical con­ 
sideration, to properly report to the 
people. A newspaperman who hat 
been given information in confi­ 
dence generally respects the con­ 
fidence. 
Thus, the only apparent solution 
Is for a newspaperman to get up 
and walk out of a meeting when 
a group of publie officials starts 
an “off the record” discussion. 
That’s what this writer did some 
time ago when informed he could 
remain in a mate Assessor’s Asso­ 
ciation meeting, but wasn’t privi­ 
leged to write what went cm.

Board, Room Taxable Only 
If It Is Part Of Wages

from your employer in 1952? 
If so, and the meals and lodging 
were solely for 
the conveni*rce 
of your employ­ 
er, then they 
were not tax­

For instance:

housek e t p e r 
and your em­ 
ployer require* you to live to so 
that you will be available at an 
hours. Then board and room fur­ 
nished you is not taxable income. 
The manager of an apartment 
or hotel is not required to pay In­ 
come tax on toe rental value of 
the apartment cr rooms furnished 
him if they are furnished for tot 
convenience of the employer. How­ 
ever, this rule of “convenience of 
the employer’’ is claimed to be 
merely a test and is applied after 
all other facts In the cast fail to 
determine whether or not the lodg­ 
ing is a part of your «rages. 
For instance; you receive $58 
per week fen1 your work with or 
witoout an apartment. Then the 
“convenience of the employer” 
rule applies to determine whether 
you are living at the apartment 
house for the convenience of the 
employer or as a part of your 


compensation. 
Apparently 
you 
would meet the requirements of 
the rule if you had to have the 
apartment so that you would be 
on call at all times to rent rooms, 
answer the telephone, watch the 
furnace, repair t at plumbing, etc. 
If you receive the apartment as 
your only compensation for man­ 
aging the apartment house, then 
you art definitely taxed on the 
rental value of the apartment as 
additional income. 
Unde Bam has ruled to the case 
of restaurant workers that meals 
received while on duty are tax 
free income, but that meals re­ 
ceived before or after working 
hours are taxable income to toe 
restaurant employee. 
If meals and lodging were fur­ 
nished you as a part of you? 
compensation, then the fair mar­ 
ket value of toe meals and lodg­ 
ing is income to you and should 
be included in your tax return. 
If you believe that meals and 
lodging were furnished to you lor 
your employer’s convenience, then 
to be on jthe safe side, you should 
secure from your employer a writ­ 
ten statement to that effect and 
retain 
this statement, together 
with your copy of your tax return 
for at least five yean. 
It is also a good idea to note 
on your tax return that you gxe 
not including the value of board 
and room lor the reason that they 
were furnished for toft conveni­ 
ence of your employer.

Yet the bills proposed by the

county riding and hiking trail fund 
would be used in improving trails, 
fences, bridges gates, drainage and 
other matters pertaining to the ap­ 
proximately 50 miles of existing or 
proposed trails in Marin. Exactly 
where the money would be spent 
will depend to a great extent on re­ 
sults of negotiations concerning 
rights of way, Miller said. He said 
much of the money probably would 
be spent in the northern part of the 
county, however, where the trails 
are not as well developed as in the 
southern part. 
TWO RANGERS 
This fiscal year the division to 
spending $15.000 for the same pur­ 
poses in 
the county. However, 
chances of receiving any funds for 
the purpose this year dimmed as 
legislative auditor A. Alan Post 
recommended dropping the program 
this year. 
If the division's program to ac­ 
cepted, it would mean two new ran­ 
ger positions open In the county. 
The division has requested a ranger 
to be assigned to Tómales Paft and 
another to the hiking and riding 
trails. Both would start at $325 
salaries. 
In addition there to a provision 
for seasonal help at Tómales, but 
no specific funds were set up for 
this purpose.

Tamalpais and one to the riding and 
hiking trails. 
All programs for the new year, 
which starts July 1, are contingent 
on passage of the governor's budget 
items regarding these matters with­ 
out alteration. The budget has been 
presented to the legislature, which 
to considering it during the con­ 
stitutional recess now under way, 
and will pass on it after their re­ 
turn late next month.

SAN FRANCISCO — More than 
half-a-million California hunters 
took game, birds and animal* worth 
at leaat $15,000,000 in 1951, hut it 
cost them about $50,00(3,000 in round 
figures to do it. ^ 
• 
That’s the latest estímate of the 
California Department of Fish and 
Game, which figures this way: 
Each California hunter spends at 
least $100 annually in his pursuit 
of game, with other credible esti­ 
mates going as high as $600. (The 
State agency's cut of this yearly 
expense is 63, or three per cent, for 
the hunting license.) 
On the basis of a postal survey 
taken among a random sample of 
license buyers, Californiani took 
home a total of 19,885,000 pounds of 
dressed deer, bears, pheasants, doves, 
pigeons, waterfowl, quail and rab­ 
bits. 
With the retail price of beef av­ 
eraging about 75 cents a pound, and 
domestic fowl going for something 
Uke 50 or 60 cents a pound, the de­ 
partment placed an arbitrary value 
of 75 rente a dressed pound, for Cali­ 
fornia’s desirable game meat. 
A total of 534,648 persons pur­ 
chased hunting licenses in the 1951 
period covered, the last year for 
which complete estimates are avail­ 
able. 
Put all the figures together, and 
you’ll come up with the astronomi­ 
cal conclusions of the state agency. 
And even the final total is con­ 
servative, as the 1951 harvest of 
sage hens, tree squirrels, wild hogs 
and boars, predators and fur-bear­ 
ing mammals is not included.

In addition to reducing California 
nimrods’ meat bilis by the $15,000,000 
bonus, the department announce­ 
ment points out that much of the 
1951 bag was of game varieties un­ 
obtainable in American restaurants 
or meat markets—and usually found 
elsewhere in the work! only on the 
tables of royalty. *

nancial considerations, the depart­ 
ment believes, are the greater in­

REPORT TO WARREN 


Some Home Buyers Not 
Getting Square Deal 


SACRAMENTO iJ& — An investi­ 
gation into reports that some Cali­ 
fornia home buyers are not getting 
a square deal waa ordered by Gov. 
Warren yesterday. 
He acted after D. D. Watson, state 
real estate commissioner, informed 
the Governor's Council that red tape 
and a few unscrupulous subdivide» 
are depriving Californians of pro­ 
per protection when they purchase 
new homes. 
Watson called the situation ♦•very 
serious.” 
Hie governor instructed the com­ 
missioner; 
T want to know where it is and 1 
want to get rid of it — now, set 
next year or the year after- 
Watson said he would report back 
within a month. 
He told the council that real 
estate salec in California last year 
included 2 billion dollars for 200,000 
new homes. 
He said the buyers a » not getting 
the kind of information they should 
have beforehand about such things 
as drainage, sewage disposal and 
flood protection. 


PAPER WORK 
“They get just a lot of paper work 
and talk,” Watson said, “ât a time 
when they are making the most im­ 
portant investments of their lives.” 
He said his office is trying to cope 


with the situation but it is swamp­ 
ed. 


“We make reports” he went cm, 
-but to stop that kind of dealing we 
have to prove fraud. By the time 
we do that, the homes are sold and 
It is too late.” 


A case in point, he said, was the 
situation below Shasta Dam near 
Redding. There, some new homes 
were flooded when Shasta Dam 
flood control releases were stepped 
up last week end. 


-Anybody should know t h o s e 
houses were going under” he said. 
His division halted some subdivisions 
in the area but not all. 


Watson emphasized that most sub- 
dividers try to do a good job even 
in the face of red tape fostered by a 
lack of coordination in local plan­ 
ning commission! and by the Vet­ 
erans Administration and Federal 
Housing Authority.
